It is part of his attractive lure,

|@ proposed laboratory for the 
jstudy of colloid chemistry at the 
university. But it's a fair yarn, 
and the insect spray is a bright 
example of colloid chemistry’s op- 
eration. 

Colloid chemistry deals for finely 
divided substances in suspension, 
as distinguished from solutions. 
Smoke, for instance, is a suspen- 
sion of carbon particles in vapor, 
and is a colloid. in the in 
spray solid particles of poison 
suspended in a liquid. 


ITS ELECTRICAL 

“It is common knowledge that 
the surfaces of all substances carry 
charges of electricity,” says Prof. 
Mathews, returning to the potato 
bug and caterpillar subject. 

“The charge on green leaves is 
negative. The charge on iead ar- 
senate as originally prepared for 
insect sprays also was negative. 
These like charges would repel! one 
another, and the poison would be 
washed or blown off the leaves in 
a short time. 

“A colloid chemist decided to 
give the poison particies a positive 


“The poison looked just the same 
as before, and it was equally dead- 
ly in either case. But the attrac- 
tion between positive poison and 
negative leaf became as strong as 
the repulsion had been before. 
“When the leaf withered in the 
fall there was still a fatal dose 
clinging on for any hungry insect. 
The disovery is worth millions to 
orchardists, gardeners and owners 
ot fine shade trees. 


SAVES CATTLE 

Cattle dip in the Southwest was 
likewise improved. The origina! 
dipping solution had to be made 
so strong that it took the hair off 
animals and dlistered their 
Kin. 

A colloidal chemist found a way 
to make the dip stick faster to the 
| agimais treated, so weaker mate- 
rial could be used to the saving of 
the cattle, but the equal m- 
fort of the ticks. 

Colloid chemistry also will deter- 
mine the hardiness of wheat for 
winter. Formerly it was necessa 
to test by slow and patient plant- 
ing. It was found, however, that 
hardiness comes from the presence 
in the sap of colloids which bind 
the water and prevent freezing.

months’ observation of plants.

Southern California is bearing up 
manfully under some unusual 
handicaps, and totals continue to 
reveal a condition of economic 
solidity which is both refreshing 
and encduraging as evidenced in 
bank clearings, building, trade 
turnover and other indices which 
point the direction of the wind. 

Closely following the foot-and- 
mouth epidemic comes a serious 
power shortage, a direct result of 
two dry years. This is bound to 
have some effect upon business, 
because it arbitararily slows down 
production and develops conserva- 
tive tendencies. It is jo be ex- 
pected that.the regulations cut- 
ting down the use of electricity a 
water will become more strin 
as the season advances, but it is 
equally certain that the public will 
meet them in the same spirit of 
cheerful acquleécence as it did 
the war-time regulations. It is a 
condition which cannot be helped, 
and the basic conditions are 30 
good and our economic foundation 
so sturdy that the temporary in- 
convenience entailed will be ab- 
sorbed without too great a hard- 
ship. In the meantime it will be 
Possible to lay a fresh course and 
be ready for the big things which 
are te come. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING 


The daylight savers will 
ably be given an opportunity to 
test their theory a year or two in 
advance of normal probability, for 
it is agreed that no better way of 
conserving power can be adopted 
than that of adding an hour of 
Gaylight to that end of the day 
where it will be the most effective 
in saving the precious power. 

This will be good news to the 
wire traders in eastern centers, 
who are now compelled te begin 
their day at 6 a.m. to conform to 
the New York daylight 
schedule. The order establishing 
the saving in California is expected 
to issue soon, and will be State- 
wide, so that the few communi- 
ties, notably Santa Barbera, which 
have tried to play a lone hand, will 
have their difficulties troned out 
automatically. The Los Angeles 
City Council was given an oppor- 
tunity: a few weeks ago to ploneer 
this ‘movement, but did not see fit 
to take so progressive a stand.

There is much interest in the 
crop situation and Trade Talk has 
nowhere seen a more succint sum- 
mary than that provided in a re- 
cent iasue of win Evans Ment- 
zer’s Economic ce.

CROP SITUATION 

“Apparently there will be little 
cotton carried into the new season, 
beginning July 31. That is bullish. 
But consumption of cotton is so 
poor that the textile industry, prac- 
tically speaking, is prostrated. That 
is bearish. The carry-over into 
1922-23 was about bales, 
into 1923-34 1,630,000 bales, and 
now it is estimated by authority 
that the supply ts between 1,700,- 
000 and 2,200,000 bales—not much 
if business revives, ard the carry- 
over may be nil. The world needs 
13,000,000 bales from America. The 
average estimate of growing con- 
dition is 65.6 per cent, the lowest 
for years, except 1929, com 
with 71 per cent in 1923, and ten- 
year average of 72.8. The average 
estimate of yield ia 11,100,000 
ba les There is freer use of fer- 
tiliver this year, and more zealous 
fighting of the boll weevil, but the 
outlook is bullish, particularly if 
business revives. 

“Wheat, too, seems ch . The 
estimated domestic yield is 693,- 
000,000 bushele from 63,818,000 
acres, and the condition is 82.3 per 
cent. Deducting duramen. the 
bread wheat crop may be 660,000,- 
000 bushels, about domestic re- 
quirement. while the Canadian 
crop may be 100,000,000 bushels 
less than last year. The yield of 
oats may be 1,232,.000,000 bushels, 
barley 160,000,000, rye 62,500,000. 
So higher prices for grain, even 
corn, too early yet to predict, 
expected. Sugar has been deceiv- 
ing. The output is larger than ex- 
pected, chiefly because the cane 
sugar content in Cuba was exceed- 
ingly high. Prices declined further 
than expected because of hand-to- 
mouth buying, unemployment, 
liquidated holdings and increased 
supply. But sugar should advance 
shortly. 

“The agricultural position of Cal- 
ifornia seems to be one of shorter 
crops but higher prices, which may 
more money to farmers than 

year. The average condition 
of thirteen leading crops is 73.4 
per cent, compared with 86.4 in 
1923, and an average for half-dozen 
years of 80. Foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease is controlled, embargats on 
shipments being raised. pessimism, 
which flattened business in May, 
turned to hope.

In a bot little telephone booth In New 
Jersey the other day Frank R Gilbreth, re 
pated in scientific circles to be the fore 
most efficiency manager of this country, 
died suddenly of what the dispatches called 
a “heart attack Here was a man who hed 
made the closest analytical study of the 
conservation of human energy, of how to 
make every motion and every impulse count 
in industrial and mental man who 
for years had been writing and lecturing 
on how the human machine might be kept

work, bad failed to apply his precepts to 
his own particular case. 
Gilbreth, by the minutest attention 
tall in hand motions, aided by motion /pie- 
tures, revolutionized the bricklaying and 
concrete-laying systems as well as those 
of some other industrial oceupations. I! 
mdny talks, books and articles on 
study he taught how the highest rate of 
production might be attained by individual 
workmen without undue fatigue, even 
where they were handicapped by physical 
disability. He fitted many crippled ex-sol- 
2 diers for industrial lite in various occups-

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tions, but he did not fit himself for carrying 
on a long lite work--he died of an over- 
borne heart at 56, an age at which hig pe- 
riod of usefulness should have been far 
from its close. 7 

The sword wears out the scabberd. The 
strenuous nature, often forgetful of physical 
limitations, saps the vitality of the body 
that envelops it. “Heart attack” in this 
case is only another term for the sudden 
cessation of that very power the conserva- 
tion of which Gilbreth was constantly 
preaching, but not practicing individually. 

It is a great pity that such a forceful in- 
tellect should work only objectively and not 
turn itself oceasionally to the considera- 
tion of its own psychology and well-being.

William Jennings Bryan says that et 
the Democratic convention he will be in a 
position to frame a platform that will ap 
peal to the hearts of the American people 
rather than to their financia! interests.

HUMAN BAROMETER 
In the minds of some scientists any 
theory put forth by the unschooled layman 
generally is considered as wholly unten- 
able. Thus the results claimed for the use 


ot the divining rod in locating water and 


precious minerals have been laughed to 
scorn by learned men and se hes the “pro 
tection” of houses by the lightning rod and 
the planting of potatoes in a certain phase 
of the moon. Government meteorologists 
see little or nothing in the pretensions of 
“raip-makers” and they have no use for 
the predictions of the local oracle who tells 
what kind of weather we shall have next 
winter or makes dire prognostications of 
earthquakes or cyclones. Most scientific 
men declare that it is utterly impossible to 
make such forecasts successfully and that 
where such @ prophecy has been fulfilled 
the fulfillment was merely u coincidence. 

Some of the official meteorologists have 
placed the professed prevision of the ama- 
teur forecaster who foretells the weather 
by bis tingling corns or his rheumatic or 
gouty twinges in the same category as that 
of the old Roman haruspices who gravely 
consulted the entrails of some freshly slain 
animal and then said that there would be 
a big storm tomorrow. But even in that 
eredulous age there Were men who ques- 
tioned this latter method of weather fore. 
casting. Cato said he wondered how one 
haruspex could look another in the face 
without laughing. 

But now comes Alexander McAdie, pro- 
fessor of meteorology of Harvard University, 
with a statement that gives the rheumatic

SAN DIEGO, June 217.—Seven 
hundred and fifty square miles of 
territory around the Salton Sea in 
the Imperial Valley will be photo- 
graphed in the next two weeks by 
Lieut. W. E. Taylor, commanding 
officer of the fifteenth photo sec- 


tion of the Ninety-first Aero 
Squadron, temporarily based at 
Rockwell Field. 


It is estimated that 2000 sepa- 
rate photos will be taken, and 
these will be made into an aerial 
map of the Salton Sea district. 
Special photographic apparatus 
will be used. The “shots” being 
made at an altitude of 15,000 feet.
